B y R A L P H D E T O L E D A N O 
In 1949. when President ( hiang Kai-shek and 
his Nationalists were fishtrm: for their lives. a 
group of U.S. State Department officers met with 
the exp erts of the pro-C©mmunist Institute of P a ­ 
cific Relation s. The purpose was to discuss the 
war between (hiang's forces and the onrushing 
Reds under Mao Tse-tung. 
Some PR members argued that the Chinese 
Communists were "friends" of the I nited States, 
that 
they 
represented 
“democ­ 
racy” in China, that they were 
really “ agrarian reformers." and 
that American policy should be 
directed 
toward 
recognition 
of 
the Communist forces. 
Present at this meeting was 
Edwin 0 . Reischauer. who had 
worked with the IPR and against 
Chiang. In 1951. a transcript of 
the meeting was blasted 
loose 
De loledano 
from the State Department by the Senate Internal 
Security subcommittee. The press did not pay too 
much attention to the meeting. But in one of my 
books, “ Spies. Dupes, and Diplomats.” I quoted 
significant passages. Dr. Reischauer went along 
with the general discussion, and at one point he 


said: 
“ We seem to be in general agreement about 
the desirability of recognizing the Communist gov­ 
ernment in China and recognizing it very soon." 
Time marches on. and under the Kennedy ad­ 
ministration. Dr. Reischauer was appointed Ambas­ 
sador to Japan. Among his major achievements 
was to press hard for a trade treaty between the 
Japanese government and the Communist regime 
on the Chinese mainland. The Japanese had no de­ 
sire for this treaty, but what could they do when 
the U.S. Ambassador twisted their arm? 
Dr. Reisch au er has retired from the diplo­ 
matic service and now' passes on to Harvard stu­ 
d en ts th e resu lts of his exp ertise. Of more impor­ 
tan ce is Dr. Reisch au er’s role as a witness before 
the S en ate Foreign Relation s Committee. 
For th ose who may have lost their score cards, 
th e ch airman of the committee is Sen. J . William 
Fu lb righ t. Mr. Fulbright is determined to force 
th e Joh n son administration to pull out of Vietnam 
willy-n illy. Actin g against the views of his com­ 
mittee, of th e Congress, and of a majority of the 
American p eop le. Mr. Fulbright has u sed his priv­ 


ileged position to put on the ‘.land every egg-head 
and publicist committed to fight the present half­ 
hearted war against Communism which has en­ 
gaged our troops in Vietnam. 


That this undercuts the government which Mr. 
Fulbright is supposed to aid—his own Democratic 
administration—is something that hardly endears 
him to President Johnson. 


This past week. Dr. Reischauer has taken the 
stand as one of Senator Fulbright’s star w itnesses.; 
That he should lend himself to this has surprised ! 
few of Washington’s political observers. What has 
seemed a little worrisome has been the attempt of j 
*•01110 observers to paint Dr. Reischauer as an im­ 
partial student of the present situation in South­ 
east Asia. 


It may be nasty of me to hark back to Dr. 
Reischauer’s unbroken record of error. But since 
he sets himself up as someone who can guide the 
United States, his past is of some importance in 
evaluating his present recommendations. And what 
does he propose? 


First, he wants the United States to pull out 
grad u ally, but not to “ walk out backwards.” from 
this m ajor area of Communist aggression on the 
grounds that “ our vital interests are not likely to 
be threatened in most of Asia.” This should be a 
startling assessment to the Philippines and the 
Australians who have gone out on a limb with us 
and would be under grave assault should wc run 
aw ay.

States not to make any security arrangements 
with other Asian countries. Thailand, now under 
sustained military’ assault from the Communists, 
relies on our support and it would immediately 
swing over to the Communist side if we told its 
government to go it alone—but that is precisely 
what the Reischauer policy recommends. 
Carrying it even further. I)r. Reischauer in­ 
sists that we should not “ sponsor political, social, 
or economic change in Asian countries.” And, he 
says, “ we should not seek to play the role of lead­ 
er in Asia, rallying allies to our policies.” 
Dr. Reischauer was wrong in 1949 when he ar­ 
gued in effect that the Chinese Reds were our 
friends. This, Senator Fulbright seems to believe, 
qualifies him to give us counsel today. Frankly.; 
I don’t get it.

Pay ments for participating in 
these programs may total abou t 
$3 billion. 
The 
department 
programs 
call for 32 per cent increases 
in wheat plantings. 10 to 15 per 
cent in corn, barley and sor­ 
ghu m grains, and abou t 10 to 15 
per cent in cotton. 
The grain increase is sou ght 
to replenish depleted su rplu ses. 
While a cotton su rplu s still ex ­ 
ists, officials say the 19 6 6 crop - 
grown u nder a new program 
offering su bstantial pay ments — 
was smaller than desirad.

WATERTOWN. S.D. (AP) — 
Power officials throw a switch 
here today to connect the United 
States and Canada in a v ast 
grid circuit—ab out 40 per cent 
of the world’s electric supply. 
The test linkup will b e made 
through the Bureau of Reclama­ 
tion’s 
Missouri 
Riv er 
Basin 
Project System, connecting the 
main lines of 209 major pub lic 
and priv ate power systems. 
The operation will b e directed 
and monitored at the b ureau's 
sub station at this prairie city of 
some 15,000 persons in north­ 
eastern South Dakota. 
The 265,000 miles of transmis­ 
sion lines inv olv ed in the test 
could circle the earth more than 
10 times. The generating capac­ 
ity of the power systems is 
nearly 245 million kilowatts. 
Frank Lachicotte. power sys­ 
tems manager here, is chair­ 
man of the East-West Closure 
Task Force in charge of the 
test. 
It is intended to locate any 
prob lems b efore a permanent 
power grid links nearly all pow­ 
er stations in this country and 
Canada. 


In announcing the hookup last 
month, Secretary of the Interior 
Stewart L. Udall said officials 
had b een working on it since 
May 19 65. 


“When 
the 
closure 
is com­ 
pleted,” he added, “ generating 
plants from coast to coast will 
automatically respond to power 
system emergencies in any part 
of the country, thereb y improv ­ 
ing serv ice standards.” 
Plans for the grid preceded 
the widespread b lackout in most 
of

States in Nov emb er 19 65. Com­ 
pletion of the system was has­ 
tened b y that power failure.

Interior 
Department 
spokesman said that a giant 
grid system such as the one 
b eing 
launched 
today 
would 
help to prev ent another wide­ 
spread b lackout. 
It will b e possib le later to feed 
large b locks of power from one 
section of the continent to the 
other. This will enab le power 
companies to take adv antage of 
differences in demands b ecause 
of time zones, seasonal needs 
and sto rm-caused damag e.
